Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 7-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph states that a claim limitation expressed in means- 
plus-function language "shall be construed to cover the corresponding 
structure... described in the specification and equivalents thereof." "If one employs 
means plus function language in a claim, one must set forth in the specification an 
adequate disclosure showing what is meant by that language. If an applicant fails to set 
forth an adequate disclosure, the applicant has in effect failed to particularly point out 
and distinctly claim the invention as required by the second paragraph of section 112." 
In re Donaldson Co., 16 F.3d 1189, 1195, 29 USPQ2d 1845, 1850 (Fed. Cir. 1994) (in 
banc). 

It is unclear as to what structure is being defined by "means for aspirating" and 
"drive means for rotating shafts". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7 and 1 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 8-10,12-15 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art of record fail to teach or suggest hollow scrubbing shaft and hollow 
aspirating shaft, each rotatably mounted along with means for aspirating the aspirating 
shaft and means for pumping cleaning fluid to the interior of the scrubbing shaft, in 
combination with the other elements claimed.
